Description of Church (St Mark) 


The church, in Sackville Street (now Bedford Street), Basford, was built by 1878 
(largely at the expense of XXXXX) to designs by ARCHITECT and consecrated in DATE. 
It was enlarged in 1884 and 1887. 


A new church, on Basford Park Road, Basford, Newcastle, was built in 1914 (largely 
at the expense of XXXXX) to designs by Austin & Paley and consecrated in DATE. The 
west end was built in 1969-71 to designs by Charles Lewis.
